Tho "Journal de Geuovo" contains 
tbe follomng acoouat of a catastrophe 
which has jus t~ occurred on Mount St. 
Beraard : — 

* "Ori Novomber 23flit was ramom-ed 
in Sion that a fri^ditfal accident had 
happened at a few kilometres from 
tho Grroat St. Bernard. Tliis rumour, 
unfortunately, proved to be well foun- 
ded. On November 19th, at We break 
of day, a caravan composed of twelve 
Italian workmen, returning to their 
country, left the Bour^ St. Pierre and 
the tavern of Proz, where they had 
passed the night, and, despite the foul 
weather and difficult state m the roads, 
attempted to cross the mountain pass 
or tQ reach the refusje, as circuinstan- 
"bes might allow. The wky was dink 
and there was a violent snowdrift. On 
roaching the spot known as tho Mon- 
tague St. Pierre, half-way between tho 
starting point and the place ot refuge, 
thoy were joined by two monks, j^re- 
ceded by the convent servant and a 
large-sized dog, who, according to the 
rule of the monastoi-y, camo to meet 
the travellers. At this moment the 
drift of snow became intense. Sud- 
denly a frozen water-spout, called 
▼aura in tno language of tho mountain- 
eers, whirled through the air,j and 
whisking up the frosh-falleu snow, en- 
veloped tho travellers. The first col- 
umn, composed of live Italian work- 
men, two monka.the servant, and tlio 
bog, disappeared under a shroud of 

1 anow several metres thick,without any 
avalanche having fallen from the 
mountain; the seven others who were 
following were stricken down by the 
same cause a short distance from the 
first. A deadly silonoo followed. Suddenly 
the seven last victims buried in tbe snow 

> succeeded in emerging from beneath 
the white surface. Tiicy wore saved, 
and they reUii'ued to their starting 
place, af tor havi iiL,' made every endoav- 
vour tu rosa'u? thciir cojnrades from 
the grave in which they aro probably 
oi%t|it^ moment o.f writing still alive. 
One of these men succeeded by the 
force of instinct and the energy of 
despair in bronking through tho ice 
piled above hini. It was tho .Alonk 
Contat from Soml)rauidjcr. lie divi^-^'- 
ed his bleeding limbs about a mile 
and a half from the grave where he 
had been buried for several hours, and 
reached the fir.st hnt called tlio 'hos- 
'pital' and situated closo to t'lo Veliiu, 
It is there the young monk was found, 
tho next morning nearly insensible, 

I . after having been twonty-sovoa hours 
a^one, without food or assistance of 
"■''ft^y kind, by his brother monks of the 
convent, who liad coiiie to look after 
the rictinis of the .'H'cideiit. itow had 
thoy. become aware of tho catasfrojjhc V 
Tho dog Tuieo liad succeeded in 
scratching tlirough the snow and 

* found his way back to the convent. At 
the sight of tho noble animal, with his 
bruised and blor-diiig l)i)dy, the nKjnks 
no loii'MT jja i any d(nil.)t as to tiie 
faieofllifjir hrrLliriiii, and started at 

^ onco io snijk fur them. A llask of 
spirits applied to tho mouth of tho 
only survivor of tho scene, which is 
hero narrated from his own description 
rostorod him to life for a brief Hi)ace, 
for a f(<w niiiiutes later ho was a corpse. 
His oollf.'agiiG auil six other coiii])an- 
ions, buried beneath thc'veura,' linve 
not yet baen found. This is the 
■ ""moat terjiWe accident which has happ- 
ened on Mount St. Bernard since the 

^ year 1816."
